OLYMPIA ( Wash.) July 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The convention em- 
ployed itself some time today in undoing 
yesterday’s work. The article on county, 
city and town organizations was reconsid- 
ered and amended several times, but was 
finally passed without very material 
changes. 

A large portion of the report on the exec- 
utive and pardoning power was adopted. 
The Committee on Indebtedness re- 
ported today an article limiting the State 
debt to $400,000, except in case of war, or 
for some specific object, with the consent 
of the people at election expressed. Coun- 
ties, cities, towns or school districts must 
not exceed 1 per cent. indebtedness on the 
assessed value of property without the as- 
sent of three-fifths of the voters. Subsi- 
dies, not to exceed 4 per cent. of the as- 
sessed value, are allowed for railroads and 
other objects.
